MEASURING TREES AND SHRUBS 


All trees and shrubs are measured as they stand in the Nursery before 
digging. In evergreen trees and in evergreen and deciduous shrubs the 
height is taken from the ground to the top of the plant. 

Deciduous trees are measured from the ground to the top of the head, 
and the caliper or diameter of the trunk is taken above the collar. Meas- 
urements are expressed thus: 10 to 12 ft, (height), 24 to 2% in. (caliper).
